The Police Commission has assigned
prosecutorial duties to a bargaining unit 
member represented by AFSCME. 

3. 	 The assignment of non-unit work to unit 

members creates an impact on unit members. 


4 .  	 The parties are directed to commence 
negotiations forthwith on that impact.
